About four years ago I happened to tune in when you were 
telling about a midwestern city where if one were sued in Federal 
Court, and any one of a small group of attorneys filed the suit, it 
would be next to impossible to secure the services of a first-class 
law firm. Your description fits perfectly in this midwestern city, 
Tulsa.

Ten years ago I brought suit in State Court for an account- 
ing against a partner that I had had. He then came back at me in 
Federal Court claiming a Patent for in July or 

August 1946. His attorney was former clerk in our 

Federal Judge # s law office. My atW^^WRradenly became too busy to 
give my affairs their attention and asked me to get someone else to 
take m^case. I went to other leading attorneys who, when they learned 
aboutflHHKhey gave me what is generally referred to "as the brushofP. 
Finali^^Jnen discussing the matter with a friend who was operating 
head of a large corporation here, he suggested that he would make their 
law firm take the case. k When he called them and told them he had a new 
client for them they were Very happy about it, but afterwards in their 
office they definitely did not want it. They toldus why but it wouldn # t 
be quite fair to quote them. They took the case and as seems to be the 
custom, we settled out of court and had a* agreement where they dropped 
all claims on the Patent but I sacrificed my suit for an accounting. 
Shortly afterwards, the Patent was granted. They filed suit again in 
State Court but just before it was due for pre-hearing, they removed it 
to Federal Court. It laid there for months until they pulled it again 
and filed it a second time in State Court. The next time, they removed 
it to Federal Court and we pinned them down with a cross-petition in 
State Court, where on the strength of the agreement at a pre-hearing, 

I won the case on the evidence of the agreement alone. We then had to * 
answer again in Federal Court where the agreement didn't mean a thing. 

My attorney then asked fan that they be made to file a new petition 
because the one filed had been settled in State Court. This was refused. 
My attorney then asked for another judge to hear the case and was turned 
| down. He then turned to me, made a statement that he couldn't do me any 
! good in that Court and asked me to get someone else and walked out.

I finally ended with a young attorney with very little experience 
and the Judge ruled that neither one of us invented it and killed the 
Patent. 


I appealed this case to the Federal Court of Appeals in 
Denver and lost again. After hearing you on the radio, I went to 
the legal paper here with the names of these so-called favored sons. 

I made a notation of every suit filed by them in Federal Court over 
a period of ten years. First of all I found that at least 80 per cent 
of their lawsuits were settled out of court. I also called five of the 
victims, two would not talk, but three did. They all had the same 
experience that I had in regard to getting an attorney to defend then 
and their cases were settled out of court. 

While in Denver, Colorado on two occasions, I visited the 
Docket Room of the Federal Court of Appeals and ran down a large number 
of cases appealed from decisions from this Court here, and came up with 
the opinion that anything appealed from Tulsa is thrown in the lap of 
Judge Murrah as he wrote the opinion of all of the cases appealed from 
Tulsa. 


Judge Murrah and our Jutfp Savage here were members of a 
school fraternity at Oklahoma University. They were very active in 
raising campaign funds to elect their former English teacher at 0. U. t 
Josh Lee, to the 0. S. Senate and he was responsible for having them 
appointed judges. 


On my last look at the Dockets In Denver, I afterwards had 
dinner with friends and told them what I had been doing. A short time 
later, this friend sent me a clipping from the Denver Post which gave 
a short history of Judge Murrah* s life. It told about him and another 
"Rover Boy" named Bohannon, opening their first law office at Seminole, 
Oklahoma during the oil boom in 1928. Then, it also told his nickname 
(Fish). 
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entertaining. One day I asked one of my men if he knew any of the 
bootleggers. He said he did not know them but had a telephone number 
(which he had been told was a law office and if I would call that number 
(and ask for "Fish" and give him ray order It would be delivered. Since 
1 received the clipping from the Denver Post, I have run down some of
